British Budget Derives Name 
From Box for Carrying It

LONDON, April 15.—Quaint fic- 
tions surround the budget on 
which the minds of British tax- 
payers dwelt today. 

The term itself reaily means a 
small bag, sack or box. The 
British budget derives its name 
from the dispatch: box, green in 
the old days, red now, in which 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
carried his secrets to the table of 
the House of Commons. To this 
day he is said ‘‘to open the bud- 
get’”’ as if it was a sack of sur-

is the “financial statement of 
Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer,”’ 
and it is not announced in the 
House of Commons at all, but to 
the Committee of Ways and 
Means.

Former Governor Alfred E. Smith 
is to write the story of his life for 
publication serially in The Saturday 
Evening Post, it was announced yes- 
terday. The work will be presented 
in book form after magazine publica- 
tion. 

Mr. Smith thus joins the company 
of Calvin Coolidge in embarking on 
a temporary career of magazine writ- 
ing. Mr. Coolidge, soon after his 
retirement from the Presidency, be- 
gan publication of the account of 
his years in the White House in the 
Cosmopolitan.

have already been published in book 
form, A volume of Mr. Smith’s Pres- 
idential campaign speeches is being 
sold to help wipe out the $1,500,000 
Democratic party deficit.

The reason is that the 
general conduct of night clubs and 
the hostess problem has become 
alarming in this city recently. While 
the decent clubs close at the pre- 
scribed hour, others are staying open 
and this means trouble and dis- 
order.”’ 

The Commissioner went further. 
He said he had been making per- 
sonal observations not as a night 
club guest but as Police Commis- 
sioner of New York with 18,000 pairs 
of eyes under his direction. ere 
was a marked difference, he said, in 
the behavior of merrymakers who 
left clubs that observed the closing 
law and in the behavior of patrons 
of those resorts whose managers 
ignored the curfew established by 
city ordinance. This ordinance was

‘Antarctic Expedition Faces a 
Severe Winter, Say Sailors 
as Battered Ship Docks.

Vessel, Bringing $1,500,000 Oil 
Cargo, Passed Close to the 
Bolling in Polar Seas. 


Her gaunt hull scarred by battles 
with Antarctic ice, the whaler Sir 
James Clark Ross nosed 
dock at Tompkinsville, S. I., yester- 
day afternoon, bringing a $1,500,000 


Byrd Antarctic expedition at Little 
America. 

The cargo is said to be the Jargest 
of its kind ever brought to the 
United States. But a bigger one is 
expected next week with the arrivai 
of the whaler C. A. Larsen. Accord- 
ing to the crew of the Ross, th 
Larsen, the ship on which Comman- 
der Byrd went to Dunedin, N. Z., 
last September to take command of 
his expedition, is now on her way 
to New York with 75,000 barrels of 
oil. 

Although the Ross 
nearer than 500 miles to Little 
America, she was in constant touch 
with the Byrd expedition by wire- 
less. She brought back 100 dogs of 
the expedition as far as Dunedin, 
where they will spend the Winter. 
The dogs were taken to the Ross in 
small boats. 


Passed Close to Byrd Ship. 


Early last February, while the 
Ross was beginning preparations to 
sail for home, the Larsen, with Com- 
mander Byrd’s supply ship, the 
Eleanor Bolling, in tow, passed. with- 
in fifty yards of her. The ships 


the Ross were able to exchange 
words with those aboard the Larsen 
and Eleanor Bolling. 

The crew of the Ross were warm 
in their praise of Commander Byrd 
and his men, who, they said, were 
in for an unusually severe Winter.

Hoover to Make First Presidential Speech 
To The Associated Press Here on Monday

WASHINGTON, April 15. — Presi- 
dent Hoover will make his first pub- 
lic speech since his inauguration at 
the luncheon of The Associated 
Press in New York City next Mon- 
day. It is understood he will speak 
about problems before the country, 
such as tariff and farm relief, and 
will give his views on business con- 
ditions. 

The President and his party will 


leave on a special train over the 
Pennsylvania Railroad about 
o’clock in the morning, arriving in 
New York a few minutes before 1 
o’clock. He will speak at the lunch- 
eon an hour later and return imme 
diately to Washington. 


His next scheduled speech will be 
delivered at Arlington on Memorial 
Day. He has sought to avoid speech- 
making as much as possible in the 
early months of his administration, 
and for tat reason declined to ad- 
dress the convention of the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution, 
which opened today. He will break 
another precedent and not speak at 
the Red Cross convention next weck.

Despite the importance of 
this legislation, I can see no rea- 
son why its completion should be 
long delayed. I am in favor of the 
adjournment of this extra session 
at the earliest possible moment.

| along throughout the Summer, 
even into the dog days of Sep- 
tember. 

I speak from experience when I 
say that legislation framed in a 
temperature of ninety degrees is 
not apt to be good legislation. I 
| can see nothing but disadvantage 
| both to our political parties and 

to the country if this session should 

be so prolonged. To my mind 
| there is no valid reason for it un- 
| der existing conditions, provided 
only we confine our activities to 
the legislative matters immediately 
facing us. 


Three Main Problems. 


The main legislative problems are 
only three, and one of them really 
is not a problem at aJl. The House 
in the last session took deliberate 
and affirmative action by large 
majorities on both the census and 
reapportionment bills. Had they 
not been too long delayed in an- 
nother body they would now both 
be laws. 

I have anticipation and hope that 
the Senate will shortly send us cen- 


sus and reapportionment bills, 
which go hand in hand, and I pre- 
dict that if that eventuates we will 
pass them within a few hours. The 
other two measures to which we 
should devote attention are farm 
relief and a modification of cer- 
tain tariff rates, as few in num- 
ber as possible, in my judgment, 
which are not now in line with 
changed conditions since they were 
imposed six years ago. 

IT am sure that we all feel that 
our agricultural industry has not 
prospered in the same degree as 
other American industries, and that 
we should do what we properly 
can legislatively —recognizing, of 
course, that there is a limit to that 
—to contribute to its greater pros- 
perity. 

But the entire subject has been 
debated in the House and Senate 
for six or seven years, and it would 
seem futile to waste much time 
in debating theories which we 
know cannot be.enacted into laws. 

I hope and believe that the Com- 
mittee on Agriculture will at once 
report a bill which most of us, at 
any rate, can support, and which 
in a very few weeks can be enact- 
ed into law.

Capper Tells Hoover Kansas Farmers | 
Suffer From 3-Cent Rail Charge.

W. Good, Secretary of War, tonight 
appealed to the Daughters of the

National security from outside at- 
tack, Mr. Good said, was being taken 
care of “along all lines.”” Despite 
the innate stupidity of mankind and 
its propensity to settle by war dis- 


putes which might easily be settled 
it would be a long 
time, he believed, before the United 
States would be called upon to en- 
gage again in armed conflict. A de- 
feat at arms is not irrevocable dis- 
aster, he added, since it is conceiv- 
able that a nation might finally 
meng? “greater and nobler than be- 
ore.”’ 


Sees Disaster in Law Breaking. 

“But for a nation to become wil-; 
fully, openly, and as it were, proudly 
disdainful of law,’’ said Secretary 
Good, ‘‘is to inyite an inglorious end 
to everything worth while in the life 


| of the nation and the individual.” 


He told the 6,000 delegates to the 
congress that we are ‘‘the most law- 


|less people upon the face of the 


earth,’’ and asked the society to as- 
sist the President in combating lis- 
respect for law ‘“‘just as you would 
uphold his hands if we faced a for- 
eign foe on the battlefield or on the 
sea.”’ 

From traffic regulations to the 
Eighteenth Amendment, the Secre 
tary continued, the disposition every- 
where was flagrantly to disregard | 
law. By the disregard of traffic | 
rules alone, he added, the ‘total of | 
men, women and little children killed | 
and maimed every year, exceeds the 
sum total of the casualties of any 
great battle of any war.”’ |

Americans Are Warned to Leave, as 


Siege Is Expected—Missionary | 
Reported Killed. |

TSING-TAO, China, April 15.—Im- 
pressive ceremonies marked the 
hoisting of the Nationalist flag here 
this morning and the installation of 
the new officials following the de- 
parture of Governor Chao Chi, the 
old Northern leader, for Dairen, 
yesterday. But at the same time the 
flood of Japanese refugees from | 
Tsinan-fu and the interior points is 
mounting, and uneasiness of Chinese 
and foreigners is growing over 
Shantung. A year ago the province 
was the scene of a battle between 
the Nanking and Northern armies, | 
and it bids fair any day to become 
the scene of a battle for supremacy ; 
among President Chiang Kai-shek, 
Marshal Feng Yu-hsiang and Mar-| 
shal Chang Tsung-chang. 

Japan is insisting that China must | 
abide by the agreement to take over 
Shantung immediately, and the first | 
Chinese troops are scheduled to enter 
Tsinan-fu, the capital of Shantung, 
tomorrow. The withdrawal of all 
the Japanese troops from the interior 
will begin on Thursday and will be! 
completed up to the Tsing-tao ald 
by Sunday. 

‘Nanking’s objection to this sched- 
ule has so far been fruitless, though 
Chiang Kai-shek is not in a position 
to take the province over and Feng 
Yu-hsiang, to whom it was prom-| 
ised, is manoeuvring to move in 
large forces. 

Feng’s troops are due to enter 
Tsinan-fu tomorrow, and another| 
Feng army, sixty miles southwest of | 
Tsing-tao, is moving toward the rail-| 
way, but it is flanked to the west by | 
an army supporting Chiang Kai-| 
shek, who also has a considerable! 
force northwest of Tsinan-fu, across 
the Yellow River. 

Meanwhile, Chang Tsung-chang, 
revolt against Nanking, though Still | 
besieging Liu Chen-nien’s s forces, has | 
pushed a portion of his troops south- 
east to within a point thirty miles | 
north of Tsing-tao, and he is also! 
nearing Wehhsien on the. railway,| 
midway between Tsing-tao and 
Tsinan-fu. :

Nanking Plans Completed.

The National Government reiter- 
ated its determination to protect the 
lives and properties of foreigners. 


Missionary Reported Killed.

Tax Copied From China. 


LONDON, April 15 (P).—The tea 
tax, the abolishment of which, along | 
with the tax on betting, the com 
mons approved today, was similiar to 
that which George III found im 
sible to impose on his American 
nies. The earlier tax, although the 
main objection to it was that it was 
imposed without representation, led 
Boston citizens to throw thousands of 
pounds of tea into their harbor 
in 1773. 

Since the days of Queen Elizabeth, 


more than 300 years ago, the tax on} 


tea has always been active in Eng- 
land, although it has seen many 
changes and many demands for re- 
mission. Just as the English public 
learned from the Chinese to like the 
beverage, so the Stuart kings quickly 
followed the Chinese example of 
taxing the dried leaves. Charles II 
was given permission to have 8d per 
gallon on infused tea. 

Heavy taxation never stopped the 
growing use of the beverage, which 
by 1906 averaged 6.17 pounds yer 
person a year in England. At 
end of the eighteenth century the 
duty was 5s a pound and fifty years 
later was still as high as 2s 6d a 
pound. 

For a century and a half the tax 
gradually approached the vanishing 
point but the World War sent it up 
— to 1s a pound. Since then the

FEDERAL SHIP BARS 
3,000 REBELS’ PATH 


The Progreso Trains Weapons 
on Station at Empalme to Cut 
Off Sinaloa Retreat. 


CALLES ARMY PRESSES ON 


Twenty-seven Trains Carry Western 
Army North—1,800 Insurgents 
Arrive at Agua Prieta.

MEXICO CITY, April 15.—The 
Federal gunboat Progreso has .an- 
chored in Guaymas Bay with its 


guns trained on the railway station 
at Empalme to cut off 3,000 rebels 
retreating from Sinaloa to join the 
insurgent main body in Sonora, a 
government statement said _ this 
afternoon. 

‘swo rebel planes bombarded the 
Progreso today, General Calles noti- 
fied President Portes Gil tonight. 
The gunboat, however, was not dam- 
aged, the report adds. 

General Calles said that efforts 
were being made to communicate 
with the cruiser Bravo, which was 
last reported en route to Mazatlan, 
so that it might be called to the Pro- 
greso’s aid. 

The West Coast rebels are en- 


trenching at El Rio, near San = 
according to Federal aviators, = 


eral Calles reported, and his fliers 
also saw four trainloads of insurgent 
cavalry preparing to leave San Blas. 

The troops under General Lazaro, 
which are en route to San Blas via 
Bamoa, have been ordered to ad- 
vance with caution as it is believed 
that there are scattered rebel forces 
along the way. The aviators report 
that the railway between Bamoa and | 
San Blas is in perfect condition, | 
which indicates that General Carde- | 
nas will be able to move up rapidly. 
He is preparing to attack El Rio 
should the rebels remain there. 

The rebels at San Blas abandoned 
their trenches and fled North upon 
the approach of General Cardenas, 
General Calles reported to President 
Portes Gil late tonight. 

The fleeing insurgents burned a big 
railway bridge just north of San Blas 
and other railway bridges, aviators} 
reported to the Federal Commander. 
General Calles expressed regret that 
the insurgents had not given him an 
opportunity to fight. 

General Calles said his aviators! 
bombed and subjected to machine-'! 
gun fire rebel cavalry fifty kilome-j| 
ters north of San Blas, and-that Fed- 
eral cavalry would occupy San Blas 
tomorrow. The landing field there| 
will be put into condition for use as 
a base for Federal aviators. 

General Calles declared the State 
of Sinaloa is now clear of insurgents.

time to reach the frontier. 

General Calles said it was evident 
that the rebels intended to remain in 
Sonora as long as possible and to 
destroy as much as possible before 
fleeing into the United States. 

All employes of the Southern Pa- 
cific Railway of Mexico on the 
northwestern coast, it is said, are 
being removed to American territory 
by a United States warship. 

The political situation is once more 
showing signs of activity and one of 
the candidates especially, José Vas- 
concelos, is making speeches fre- 
quently as an independent candidate. 
Aaron Saenz, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs under President Obregon and 
one time the outstanding candidate 
on the Obregon ticket, appears to be 
desirous of postponing resumption of 
his campaign until the revolt is 
terminated. However, many see him 
as already eliminated as a Presiden- 
tial possibility. : ; 

Hopes are held here that the finan- 
cial equilibrium will not be seriously 
affected by the revolt. Exchange 
remains comparatively firm and the 
banks again are showing a tendency 
to lend money on the local market 
and appear willing to increase the 
credit facilities of local merchants. 

Retail prices are not showing that 
increase which previous major rev- 
olutionary movements in Mexico have 
produced. The supplies .of many 
necessities are short, but merchants 
generally are preparing for increased 
trade in the belief that the revolt has 
eliminated all politiclans capable of 
staging another uprising.

Gen. Frank S. Cocheu, com- 
manding United States troops in 
Arizona, ordered a third troop of 
cavalry and another company of in- 
metry to Naco from Fort Huachuca,

A meeting here last night of Gen- 
eral Francisco R. Manzo, interned 
rebel leader; General Abelardo 
Rodriguez, Federal leader; John 
Gung’l, United States Attorney for 
Arizona, and General Benito Bernal, 
General Manzo’s Chief of Staff, 
created some excitement.

WASHINGTON, April 15.—The 
United States will oppose any effort 
in the Reparation Conference in 
Paris to have the American claims 
against Germany growing out of the 
World War reduced, according to all 
authoritative indications today. 

This country will take that attitude 
in the conviction that its claims from 
the first have been at a minimum 
against Germany and that it could 
not reduce them now upon any basis 
of parity with the allied powers be- 
cause of the payments already made 
by Germany to those powers. 

Whether such a proposal has been 
definitely submitted to the United 
States as yet was not revealed. — 

Silence continued to be maintained 
concerning the White House confer- 
ence on Saturday, when some phases 
of the reparations question were 
taken up by President Hoover, Sec- 
retaries Stimson and Mellon and Og- 
den L. Mills, Under-Secretary of the 
‘Treasury. 
| Secretary Stimson said today that

| The United States has only two 
| sets of claims against Germany. One

of damages suffered in the war. 
| The other is for payment of arrears 
on the costs of the occupation of

| Italian Institution Begins its Third 
| Year of Work. 


With 1929, the Superior School of 
Malariology in Italy begins its third 
year of instruction, according to the 
Italian correspondent of The Journal 
of the American Medical Associa- 
tion. 

“The school,"’ he says, ‘“‘comprises 
a medical section for graduate and 
advanced students of medicine, and 
a technico-economic section for tech- 
nical engineers and physicians or ad- 
vanced students of agriculture.

of the situation there has been no 
evidence of any attempt by any gov- 
ernment to interfere with the com- 
plete liberty which was given to the 
experts at the outset. They have 
revised and reduced already very 
considerably claims which might 
have been legitimately sustained by 
their governments, but in no cage 
has the attitude of any government 
been invoked as a reason for not 
consenting to the proposal. In many 
instances the experts have indeed 
taken decisions without asking infor- 
mation from their governments. 

Dr. Schacht’s position is the same 
as that of all the creditors. He is 
conducting his defense of his coun- 
try’s case independently and that, 
perhaps, was the reason for the mod- 
eration of his tone today compared 
with that of the German press and

BERLIN, April 15 ().—Eight 
months among the cannibals of Ni- 
geria have but whetted the adven- 
turous appetite of Frau Gulla Pfef- 
fer. She is one of the few white 
women who have conducted a scien- 
tific expedition of exploration and 
she is now preparing to go among 
certain nomad tribes of Bedouins in 
Eastern Africa, a trip doubly dan- 

erous in that no white woman has 
ived among them before. 

Frau Pfeffer, daughter of a Berlin 
engineer, Dr. Emil Passburg, wife 
of a merchant, Ehm Pfeffer, and 
mother of a boy of 6, was born with 
an urge to see and explore Africa. 


Unable to Fight Call to Wilds. 


“From my childhood on,” she told 
The Associated Press correspondent, 
“TI yearned for Africa. The urge to 
explore is something quite different 
from mere love of adventure. It is 
as strong as the desire of an artist 
for self-expression through the me- 
dium of the picture or the statue. I 
am married happily and have a 
child—yet I had to go to Africa, and 
I feel I must go again. 

“As far back as I can remember I 


used to devour eve ng that ap- 
eared in print about Africa. Later, 
n the Oriental semi of Berlin 
University, I studied ussa, the 
lingua Franca of Nigeria, and in 
March, 1927, I took a boat for the 
Cameroons, just to get a glimpse of 
Africa and to test out the ibil- 
ities for a more extended visit later. 
I returned on the same steamer, two 
months later, and on boerd this ship 
was a Dr. Dietrich Hermann Wester- 
mann, professor of African lan- 
guages at the University of Berlin, 
through whom I established connec- 
tions with the British Government 
and the Museum Fuer Voelkerkunde 
at Berlin. 

‘“‘My family was shocked when, on 
returning, I said I was going into the 
interior of Africa to head a scientific 


expedition and that I would proceed 
among the tribes of cannibals whom 
no white woman had ever visited 
before. My family tried to dissuade 
me and, failing in this, gave me 
an allowance of only $125 per month 
for a stay on the coast. 

“T started out, nevertheless, hoping 
that, somehow, I’d together 
more funds. When I ved at La- 


tributed by friends, 4 
and that meant that I could venture 
upon the dream of my life. 

“I hired an interpreter, eighteen 
carriers and two boys, and rted 
out on a 1,250-mile trip, going on foot 
through upenyorss sections of Cam- 
eroons apd Nigeria. There wasn’t 
another white soul with me. 


Hard to Manage Natives. 


“My greatest difficulty, at first, 
was that of commanding the respect 
of these negro assistants, who 
thought that because I was a woman 
jz must needs be easy. But after 
thrashing one of them for lying to 
me, and after taking the twenty- 
three-pound load of another — he 
had pretended that it was too heavy 
— on my own shoulders and carry- 
ing it for hours disdainfully, I had 
the authority I needed. 

“‘We proceeded from one tribe of 
cannibals to another. My only weap- 
on was an old rifle. We came among 


men living in a pre-historic civiliza- 
tion, who knew neither time nor 
space. I had to treat them like shy 
animals, overcoming their fear and 
distrust. They rewarded me with the 
confidence and fidelity of children, 
and their behavior throughout was} 
that of gentlemen.’’ 

‘My ‘booty’ was the richest imag-| 
inable. I brought with me, for the| 
Berlin Museum, implements and ar- | 
ticles of daily use, works of art, | 
primitive jewelry, musical instru-| 
ments, and other curlos from tribes: 
never before visited by a scientific | 
explorer. I also took innumerable | 

hotos and volumes of notes about | 
he language, customs, religion, | 
laws, &c., of the individual tribes.” | 

This first experience was of such | 
vast interest to Frau Pfeffer that, 
she will soon start on another ex-| 
pee for which the International | 
nstitute of African Languages and | 
Culture of London stands sponsor. | 
In preparation for this venture she | 
is spending much time in the film' 
studios of Berlin with a view to| 
learning all the tricks in the profes- 
sion of the film camera man. 

Frau Pfeffer modestly avoided all 
reference to the physical hardships 
on her journey but from her richly 
illustrated book, ‘‘The White Man,” 
however, it is apparent she had much | 
to contend with in the burning, en-| 
ervating heat and from the absence | 
of even the most elementary com-| 
forts to which the white race is ac-| 
customed. An overabundance of 
vermin, lizards, mosquitos, flies and 
snakes and the almost insuperable 
difficulties of the language made her | 
expedition anything but a pleasure 
excursion.

J, WANAMAKER HEIRS 
WIN ON ESTATE TAX 


Appeals Board Wipes Out Levy 
of $10,041,932 Against 
Gift to Rodman. 


NOT IN THOUGHT OF DEATH 


Opinion Cites Merchant’s Affection 
for Son and His Health at 
Time of Transfer. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 15.—A pic- 
turesque account of the later days in 
the life of the late John Wanamaker 
was given in a decision rendered by 
the Board of Tax Appeals today in 
which it held that a deficiency as- 
sessment of $10,041,932 against the 
Wanamaker estate, levied as a Fed- 
eral estate tax, should be eliminated 
on the ground that, in making a gift 
of the majority of his great holdings 
to his son, Rodman Wanamaker, in 
1920, Mr. Wanamaker had not acted 
in contemplation of death. 

The total amount of this gift had 
been fixed at $41,764,241.04, but later 
a readjustment was made, fixing the 
fair market value on Dec. 12, 1922, 
the date of Mr. Wanamaker’s death, 
at $36,790,376.17. 

Rodman Wanamaker died on March 
9, 1928, and the action to put aside 
the assessment was brought by Wil- 
liam L. Nevin, the surviving exec- 
utor of the estate of John Wana- 
maker. The decision was written for 
the majority by Commissioner Green. 
Six commissioners, Messrs. Stern- 
hagen, Lansdon, Marquette, Tram- 
mel, Arundell and Murdock, dis- 
sented. 


Finds Gift Was ‘‘Unconditional.”’ 


The majority opinion dealt at 
length with the various transactions 
whereby Wanamaker interests in 


New York and elsewhere were trans- 
ferred to the Philadelphia company, 
and of the steps taken by John 
Wanamaker to place the business in 
& prosperous condition so that he 
might, when the time seemed fa- | 
vorable, turn it over to his son Rod- | 
man. The actual transfer was made | 
on Dec. 12, 1920. 

“After everything was completed, | 
as authorized above,’’ the board com- 
mented in its findings, ‘‘Wanamaker | 
turned to his son Rodman and said, | 
‘Now this is all yours,’ or words to | 
that effect. | 

“The gift, which Wanamaker had 
long contemplated, was completed on | 
that day. It was absolute, irrevoc- 
able and unconditional.”’ 

In the statement of facts and opin- 
ion, the majority of the board called | 
attention to the deep affection in | 
which Mr. Wanamaker held Rodman, 
and it quoted from many letters 
written by Mr. Wanamasker to his 
son, to emphasize this affection and 
the fact that Mr. Wanamaker had 
no ‘‘contemplation of death,’’ in the

Terms of Will Are Cited. 


“The transfers made by him (John 
Wanamaker) in the Fall of 1920 left 
him with only a small portion of the 
property theretofore owned by him,”’ 
the opinion stated. ‘‘Many of the 
provisions in the will for specific be- 
quests have failed because at the 
time of his death he did not own the 
property bequeathed. Other pro- 
visions of the will have been rendered 
in whole or in part inoperative by 
reason of the transfers. 

“It seems probable to us that if 
the apprehension of death was the 
motivating cause of the transfers in 
1920, John Wanamaker would at the 
same time or within a reasonable 
time thereafter have made a new 
will, a will which took into con- 
sideration his greatly reduced hold- 
ings and one which directed the dis- 
position of only such property as he 
then owned and which would care 
for those whom he was most anxious 
to care for. 

“There is nothing in the record in 
this case that indicates that John 
Wanamaker ever contemplated 
death, using that phrase in the sense 
in which it is used in the cases cited 
above.”’ 

In the dissenting opinion, Commis- 
sioner Sternhagen said: 

“IT am of opinion that the board 
has erroneously applied the law. The 
statute requires the petitioner to 
prove ‘to the contrary’ of the pre- 
sumption that the transfer was made 
in contemplation of death. I do net 
think the board has tested the evi- 
dence by the statutory method. If it 
had done so, I think it would be de- 
cided that the preponderance of the 
evidence did not overcome the statu- 
tory presumption.”’

“T greatly approve of your taking 
time away from the business to re- 
pair your mental and physical ma- 
chinery by rest, reading, traveling 
and play..- 

“It is not time lost to step out and 
go off for a while and going back to 
the daily task freshened and strength- 
ened to win new battles.’’ 


Spoke of ‘‘Years to Come.” 


A paragraph in another, written 
April 8, 1920, was as follows: 

*“T see your good hand in the tele- 
grams from the New York store. All 
the years behind us are a challenge 


to do still better in the years to 
come. We know now the possibil- 
ities and have learned so much that 
we ought to be able to operate with 
good to the future.’ 

It was the custom of Mr. Wana- 
maker, the board said, to send out 
engraved acknowledgments to those 
remembering his birthday. The last 
one written by him was on July 11, 
1922, and in it he said: 

“No multiplication table can count 


all that love means, and I am living | 
in the sunshine of great friendships | 


and the eighty-four years seem to be 
only the beginning of a new road, 
bright and wide.”’

WORLD-WIDE STATE 
IS WELLS PRACE PLAN 


Federation Covering All the 
Earth Only Recipe to Prevent 
War, Author Asserts. 


HITS IDEA OF SOVEREIGNTY 


Peace and National Independence 
Incompatible, He Declares in 
Lecture at Berlin. 


Wireless to THs New YorkK Times. 

BERLIN, April 15.—Until man is 
able to traverse the earth without a 
passport and without encountering 
customs officials, battleships, war 
planes or soldiers, the foundations of 
world peace will ever be insecure, H. 
G. Wells told the distinguished au- 
dience which filled the plenary 
chamber of the Reichstag tonight. 

Speaking on “a common-sense 
world peace,”’ the English writer de- 
clared the route to the true pacifi- 
cation of the world was still rocky 
and uneven, as there were too many 
combustible materials still scattered 
over the globe to suggest that uni- 
versal peace was a goal near at 
hand. 

“The Kellogg anti-war pact is a 
typical illustration of the manner in 
which it is sought to circumvent 
essential difficulties,’’ he — said. 
“Through its ratification the lead- 
ing nations of the world have re- 
nounced war as an instrument of 
national policy. 


i 
‘“‘Nevertheless, we must not over- 


look the intellectual vacuum which 
even such a pronounced peace enter- 
prise leaves in its trail, because the 
present-day mind is still completely 
obsessed with the idea that the sover- 
eignity of each State is inviolable 
and unassailable. 

“The only change between the 
present and the past is that govern- 
ments have promised not to wage 
war. But peace and national inde- 
pendence are incompatible, even if 
the world refuses to recognize this 
fact.’’ 

Arbitration agreements also fail to 
achieve their purpose and will never 
prove effective preventatives against 


war, in the opinion of Mr. Wells. 

He suggested a federated State en-| 
compassing the entire inhabited 
earth as the only possible recipé for | 
world peace, which, he said, was| 
constantly menaced by such issues as |} 


State and Great Britain—the strugzyle | 
for secufity in Russia, the Chinese 
turmoil and the®situation among the | 
succession States resulting from the} 
dismemberment of the Hapsburg 


monarchy, which suggested the con- | 


stant presence of irridentist opinion | 
to Mr. Wells, who believed that Tur- 
key also was a problem linked up 
with the security of world peace.

CLEVELAND, Ohio, April 15.—The 
heart of a great city throbbed in 
sympathy while thousands of its citi- 
zens, standing with bowed heads in 
a cold rain, paid silent tribute to 
Myron T. Herrick here today. 
Countless eyes were wet with tears 
‘as the body of Cleveland’s distin- 
.Zuished son was taken to Trinity 
Cathedral and then to Lakeview 
Cemetery. 

Few of the thousands who lined

“‘Worse Than War,’’ Chief Says. 


HALIFAX, N. S., April 15 (®.— 
Chesley Hobbs, chief engineer of the 
I’m Alone, arrived here today with 
four others of the crew and told a 
tale of the sinking, which he said 
was ‘‘worse than war.’’ 


“They peppered us with a three- 
inch gun, rifles and rapid-fire ma- 
chine guns,’’ he said. ‘‘They cut the 
ship all to pieces, and even shot away 
our lifeboats. 

“They started to shell us at five 
minutes after 8, and at four min- 
utes past 9 the ship was gone. 
When I stopped her engines the fly- 
wheel was in the water. We had no 
boats and threw pieces of dories over 
the side to cling to in the water.”’ 

Hobbs declared the Coast Guard 
cutter Dexter, which fired on the 
schooner, stood by for some time be- 
|fore they picked up the men from 
the sunken craft. 

“They claimed that they were 
}afraid of being drawn down by the 
suction of the sinking ship,’’ Hobbs 
| said, ‘‘but that’s only bluff.’’ 

“We were flying the British flag,”’ 
he added, ‘‘and they riddled it with 
shell-fire. 

“We were not given any dry 
clothes. I took mine off on deck 
and dried them. We were sent be- 
low and put in irons at night with 
an armed guard watching us.”’

LONDON, April 15.—That the Cale- 
donia of the Anchor Line, which 
arrived in New York tonight from

Johnston’s 
question was ‘‘whether, on the ar- 
rival of the Tuscania at Glasgow and | 
before fumigation and disinfection of 
the ship, an engineer, together with 
twenty-three cases of chickens and 
seven barrels of ducks, were trans- 
ferred to the liner Caledonia; 
whether the port authorities were in- 
formed of the transfer of the engi- 
neer and foodstuffs from the infected 
liner prior to the sailing of the Cale- 
donia, and why nothing was done to 
prohibit this proceeding.”’

“For the first time it would, appear 
that it will be a _ straightforward 
three-party battle. The Liberal and 
Labor parties are still too far apart 
for accommodation between them- 
selves in the constituencies. This 
puts the Conservative party at a 
great advantage, because they will 
poll solidly every Conservative vote. 
They will poll also the vote of those 
people without strong party ties who 
are frightened of the word ‘social- 
ism,’ which is the tag’ of labor, and 
they will poll many Liberal votes be- 
cause of the fear of a Socialist tri- 
umph. The issue at the election will 
be Socialism versus Conservatism, 
despite all that- Mr. Lloyd George 
may do to turn it upon the question 
of unemployment and his method of 
solving it. 

“The recent by-elections have run 
against the government, but it is 
easy to attach too much impor- 
tance to by-elections,’’ he continued. 
‘‘Many voters think that a jolt to the 
government in power while {its ma- 
jority is very large may ‘tone it up’ 
and startle it into closer attention to 
certain problems.”

Senator Says Admission of 10% 
of Applicants Would Bring 
Disaster in Year. 


|QUOTAS FILLED FAR AHEAD 


Returning From Europe, He De- 
clares Imports Must Be Restricted 
to Commodities Not Produced Here. 


A warning against the possibility 
of bread lines and corollary indus- 
trial griefs in this country was 
sounded yesterday by Senator David 
A. Reed, Republican, of Pennsyl- 
vania, who declared upon his return 


from a vacation in Europe that ‘‘the 
whole world” is clamoring for en- 

trance to the United States and that 
if one-tenth of the applicants -were 
|admitted dire conditions would re- 
sult in a year. 

Senator Reed, one of the authors 
of the present immigration law and 
a member of the finance committee 
of the Senate, which will consider 
the new tariff bill, declared that 
immigration restriction and tariff 
protection were the biggest problems 
confronting the country. His obser- 
vations in Europe and “recent in- 
| vestigations in Washington’’ had 
convinced him of this, he said. 

‘“‘With the whole world battering 
at our doors for admission of sur- 
'plus population and surplus goods, 
our problem is to regulate the flow 
of aliens and foreign products to our 
shores so as not to break down our 
social and economic system,” ‘Mr. 
Reed‘ declared. -He said bread lines 
reaching the length of Manhattan 
Island would result within a year if 
these pleas were answered. 

The Senator returned from Italy on 
the Lloyd  Sabaudo liner Conte 
Grande, accompanied by Mrs. Reed. 
Sees No Hope for Many Applicants. 

The immigration quotas of some 
foreign countries are completed so 
far in advance that many applicants 
will never reach here, even though 
they live to be,100 years old, he de- 
clared, 

“Lift the present restrictions on 
immigration and unemployment 
would be seen throughout the coun- 
try, adding to the distress already 
evident in the congested centres,’’ he 
added. ‘“‘The wisest thing we have 
done since the war was to pass the 
national origins law. This law not 
only fixes 150,000 as the maximum 
number of aliens who may be ad- 
mitted annually, but apportions these 
among the several European groups 
in proportion to their present repre- 
sentation in our population. 

‘This has been worked out scien- 
tifically after years of study and re- 
search. If more persons understood 
the law, there would be no talk of 
its repeal, now or later. And if some 
of- our national legislators under- 
stood, as they will learn, that almost 
a hundred patriotic organizations,

OF 1,000,000 PUPILS 


O’Shea Orders Survey as Part 
of Child Health Day Pro- 
gram May 1. 


HYGIENE TALKS PLANNED 


Teachers Also Instructed to Urge 
Parents to Remedy Neglected 
Ilis of Children. 


The health records of 1,000,000 pub- 
lic school children here will be exam- 
ined by teachers on May 1, designat- 
ed by President Hoover as National 
Child Health Day, in an effort to 
correct physical defects. 

Dr. William J. O’Shea, Superin- 
tendent of Schools, sent a circular 
yesterday to district superintendents 
and principals, asking that records 
made last November on _ School 
Health Day be checked, so that neg- 


lected ills might be traced and par- 
ents and guardians urged to remove 
dental, nasal or visual defects of 
pupils. 

“Principals are advised to instruct 
their teachers to inspect the physical 
examination records of all pu fis on 
Wednesday, May 1,” the circular 
said, ‘‘and to make note of those 
children who have failed to have cor- 
rected the defects of vision, hearing, 
nasal breathing, nutrition, teeth, &c 
This follow-up will enable the present 
class teachers to familiarize them- 
selves with the names of children 
suffering from physical defects, and 
to urge them to remove physical de- 
fects wherever present. 

“Immediate steps should be taken 
by teachers to seat children with de- 
fective vision and hearing near the 
front of the room and to insist on the 
correction of dental defects. An ef- 
fort should be made to stimulate an 
interest in the importance of proper 
diet, fresh air, sunshine, exercise, 
rest and sleep.

AS AGENT IN DISEASE 


Dr. Newsholme Says Science of 
Medilcine Must Be Inter- 
woven With Religion.

LONDON, April 15.—A challenge to) 
the medical profession to reconsider, 
its outlook on disease was issued to-| 
day by Dr. H. P. Newsholme, medi-| 


cal officer for Birmingham, in his) 
book ‘‘Health, Disease, and Integra- 
tion.’’ Encephalitis Lethargica (sleep- | 
ing sickness) is generally ascribed to) 
infection, but Dr. Newsholme says) 
he discovered that its onset often 
follows some mental shock or that 
it is connected with a long period 
of unhealthy mental life. 

This disccovery, he says, started 
him on an investigation of the effect 
on the body of stress within the 
mind and he has now advanced a 
case in favor of the mental element 
in the causation of a great many 
diseases which have usually been 
looked upon as due to germs or other | 
“‘material’’ or physical agents. 

Strong emotions like fright or anger 
have been supposed to form poisons 
within the body, but Dr. Newsholme 
goes further and suggests that many 
forms of illness are the result of poi-| 
soning of this kind—such internal | 
poisoning being due to mental stress | 
arising from lack of harmony be- | 
tween the individual and the universe | 
around him. 

In the case of outside infection, he | 
thinks the illness of a particular pa-| 
tient may take its character rather | 
from the patient himself than from | 
the nature of the infecting germ. }

CLEVELAND, Ohio, April 15.—An 
autopsy here revealed that Arthur 
Morgan Smith had a deep fracture 
of the skull and lip bruises. The 
autopsy was performed shortly after 
the Cleveland manufacturer's body 
was returned from New York. 

The examination was made by 
order of members of Mr. Smith’s 
family and was performed by Dr. 
Howard Karsner, pathologist 


Dr. H. H. Drysdale of Shaker 


Heights. 
They found the fracture to be six 
inches in length and extending along 


the left ear to the base of the brain. 

The mouth was found to be slightly 
swollen as if punched by a fist. The 
lower lip was badly cut. 

Although neither Dr. Karsner nor 
Dr. Drysdale would comment to- 
night upon the results of the au- 
topsy, both stated that the fracture 
made it appear that Mr. Smith had 
been hit with a fist. The lacerations 
around the mouth and lip tended to 
bear out that contention, they stated. 

Mrs. Smith would not say tonight 
what she intended to do about the 
new revelations. She was under a 
doctor’s care after attending the 
funeral of her husband this after- 
noon. Mr. Smith was buried in Lake 
View Cemetery.

No action has been taken on these 
applications.

He 
also suggested that a fair system of 
compensation to the injured party in 
street accidents be worked out along 
the lines of the workman’s compen- 
sation act. 

Such cases should be taken en- 
tirely out of the courts, according to 
the speaker, who urged that they be 
considered administratively by means 
of an agency such as attends public 
service administration. 

Mr. Wilson, who is chairman of |} 
the Brooklyn Bar Association’s| 
committee on unlawful practice of 
the law, said that while there has 
been justified denunciation of evil)

5,000 ARE EXPECTED 
ATYANKS INAUGURAL 


Champions Face Red Sox at 
Stadium Today—Mayor Walker 
to Toss First Ball. 


GIANTS IN PHILADELPHIA 


‘McGraw Embarks on 27th Year 
as Pilot—Hubbell Likely to 
Face Willoughby. 


ROBINS START IN BOSTON 


Clark Slated to Oppose Smith in 


Box—-50,000 May See Cubs and 
Pirates in Chicago. .

The appointed hour having arrived, 
the fifty-fourth annual pennant derby 
of the National League and the thir- 
tieth annual flag chase of the Ameri- 
can League will get under way today 
with eight cities furnishing the set- 
ting and an entire nation lending an 
attentive ear. 

The nation, in fact, is expected to 
remain attentive for a considerably 
longer period than a day, as it al- 
ready has been bill-posted through- 
out the land that the two major 
league races this vear will surpasss 
anything yet provided by the great 
game of baseball and it must be 
admitted that there is much to indi- 
cate this prophecy will come true. 

In New York, the curtain will be 
raised at the Yankee Stadium, larg- 
est of all of baseball’s show. places, 
where the world’s champion Yankees 
are scheduled to make their official 
début of the season before the ad- 
miring gaze of ‘a gathering expected 
to total about 50,000 or possibly 
more. At the same time the Yanks, 
as world’s champions, are expected 
to mangle the Red Sox, who are not 
the world’s champions and have not 
been for a good many years. 


Elaborate Inaugural Arranged. 


For this Roman holiday an elabo- 
rate inaugural ceremony has been 
arranged. The gates will be thrown 
open to the throng at noon and at 
3 o’clock the show will begin. 


The forecast on tne weather for the 
day is not very promising, with a 
prediction of rain. 

The first number on the program 
will be the presentation of world’s 
series emblems to the individual 
members of the Yankee cast. This 
will be done by Commissioner K. M. 
Landis, who will give to each Yank 
a wrist watch. The Yanks won these 
watches by knocking the Cardinals 
down four times in a row without 
a miss last Fall. 

This done, the Red Sox will be in- 


vited to come out of their dugout | 


and join in a parade to centre field, 
where the world’s championship flag 
and the American League pennant, 
both won in fair fights by the Yan- 
kees last year, will be unfurled to 
the breeze, which, it is hoped, will 
not be too strong or as biting as the 
looks of the Red Sox. 

Following this, the Seventh Regi- 
ment Band will play ‘‘The Star- 
Spangled Banner’’ while the Yan- 
k2es, Red Sox and 50,000 expected 
onlookers stand, bareheaded and 
hopeful, after which the parade will 
return to the home-plate. Then, 
amid cheers for Babe Ruth and most 
everybody else except the Red Sox, 
New York’s foremost fan, Mayor 
Walker, will wind up and throw a 
perfect strike over some portion of 
the ball field. 

From this moment, Miller Hug- 
gins’s quest for a fourth consecutive 
pennant may be considered officiall-, 
on, and the rest of it will be up to 
the Red Sox. 


Pipgras to Pitch for Yankees. 


Departing from his custom, Man-| 


ager Huggins yesterday definitely 
announced his pitching selection for 
the opening game. George Pipgras 
will do the flinging for the cham- 
pions, while Manager Bill Carrigan 
is expected to retaliate with either 
Morris or Ruffing. 

Another innovation at the stadium 
today will be the large numbers that 
will appear on the backs of the 
Yankee uniforms. This has been 
done so that the fans will be able 
to distinguish Babe Ruth from Leo 
Durocher, and also not get Lou 
Gehrig confused with Bob Meusel or 
Doc Woods, the Yankee trainer, who 
will wear white duck trousers and a 
white shirt to.match. 

While all this.is going on in New 
York, similar inaugural ceremonies 
will be held -in~Philadelphia, Boston, 
Chicago and Cincinnati in the Na- 
tional League, and in Washington, 
St. Louis and Cleveland in the Amer- 
ican League. 

In Philadelphia, John McGraw will 
embark on his twenty-seventh sea- 
son as pilot of the Giants, more de- 
termined than ever to bring another 
National League flag to New York.

The St. Louis,Cardinals, defend- 
ing champions in the National 
League, about. whom there appears 
to be no glamour this Spring and 
whe, for that very reason, may upset 
everything, will make their getaway 
in Cincinnati, where they will come 
to grips with the Reds. 

In the American League, Wash- 
ington, next to the Yankee Stadium, 
doubtless wil: command most of the 
day’s attention, for it is at the capi- 
tal that the Athletics and Senators 
will break away from the barrier. 
These two clubs are expected to give 
the Yankees most of the contention

PRINCETON, N. J., April 15.— 
A new eight-oared shell, the gift 
of an anonymous donor, was un- 
loaded at the Princeton  boat- 
house today before a mystified 
Tiger varsity group. Unheralded, 
the poat came by truck from 
Philadelphia with a card ad- 
dressed to the Princeton Univer- 
sity Rowing Association which 
said: ‘‘From a friend of Prince- 
ton rowing.”’

By giving much, 
the A. A. U. found itself in the para- 
doxical position of gaining friends 
and power by yielding some of that 
power. 

Now the colleges are the determin- | 
ing factor as far as the amateurism | 
of their athletes is concerned. For-| 
merly the college could sanction an 
athlete and if the A. A. U. was not} 





satisfied as to his bona fide ama-, 
teurism, local registration commit- | 
tees could refuse to accept him. 

Under the present plan the burden 
is now on the colleges.

WELLESLEY, Mass., April 15.— 
Play Day will be introduced to the 
women’s colleges of the East on May 
11, with Wellesley College hostess to 
four other girls’ institutions of New 
England. This form of competition 
among various colleges is familiar on 
the West Coast, but to Wellesley goes 


the distinction of conducting such 
an event for the first time along the 
Atlantic. 

The four other girls’ colleges which 
will compete with the Wellesley ath- 
letes will be Wheaton, Simmons, 
Radcliffe and Boston University. And 
on the face of it ay 4 Day would 
seem to constitute an intercollegiate 
occasion, but it is not that in the 
customary sense. Though five col- 
leges are entered they do not com- 
pete against one another on a school- 
against-school basis, but under an 
arbitrary system of team and indi- 
vidual contests. The idea of play 
among girls of the various colleges 
prevails, instead of the usual inter- 
collegiate championship derived from 
point scores. 

There will be twenty-five com- 
petitors from each college and they 
will meet only in the events which 
are on the program of all of the five 
schools. Lacrosse, for example, does 
not appear on the list because some 
of the five colleges do not play the 
game. The events scheduled are 
basketball, tennis, mass games and 
relay races. Besides there will be 
individual challenge events. In other 
words, a girl from one of the colleges 
may wish to match her skill at serv- 
ing a tennis ball against a girl from 
another school and a challenge will 
be the only thing needed to institute 
the test.

~—Four varsity veterans remained 
today when Coach Ed Brown cut his 
Harvard crew squad to sixteen men 
and ordered them to man the varsity 
and junior varsity shells for a prac- 
tice row on the Charles River. 

The veterans retained were Cap- 
tain Tim Clark, Bill Emmett, Red 
Dickey and Monta Mason, all of 
whom rowed against Yale last June. 
Dewo'f Hubbard and Guy Murchie, 
who also took part in that race and 
were considered regulars last season, 
were not retained for this year's 
varsity squad. 

The others included five members 
of last year’s junior varsity boat and 
seven who saw service with the 
freshman crews a@ year ago. 

Brown assembled today’s crews at 
random and planned to work all of 
these oarsmen for at least a week 
before making any final choice. 


Vieing with crew as a Spring diver- 
sion is lacrosse, which, however, does 
not enlist quite the numbers that 


rowing does. Since its introduction 
in 1924 this sport has grown rapidly, 
so that about fifty freshmen and 
sophomores and some thirty upper 
classmen are enrolled in it. The 
coach is Miss Joyce Cram, who 
comes from England and who also 
coaches field hockey in the Fall. 

Since today was enrollment day 
for Spring sports, no accurate tabu- 
lation was available, but from the 
swarm of girls that filled the corri- 
dors of headquarters it is safe to 
say that the estimate that 75 per 
cent of the student body of 1,597 take 
part in’sports is not exaggerated. 

Ample equipment awaits them once 
the weather moderates so the out- 
door program can begin. There is 
one four-target archery range, two 
volley ball courts, four basketball 
courts, one baseball diamond, two 
hockey and lacrosse fields, one 100- 
yard straightaway cinderpath, jump- 
ing pits, Lake Waban for the crews 
and one nine-hole golf course. 


Links Much in Use. 


The last mentioned item is said to 
be the only links on the campus of a 
women’s college, at least in the Hast, 
and consequently, being handy, it is 
used a great deal. An interclass golf 
tournament is held every Spring. 
Similarly there are interclass con- 
tests in all of the other sports that 
prevail. In addition to the sports 
mentioned each class also has gym- 
nastic teams, which hold a tourney 
during the indoor season. Swimming 
is noticeably absent owing to the 
fact that the gymnasium does not 
boast a pool and the waters of the 
lake are too cold for aquatics. 

The scope of athletic activity here 
may be attributed partly at least to 
the presence of a strong hygiene and 
physical education department with 
a graduate school, said to be the only 
one in the East.

The spectators took the tip and began to jump 
around, too. They also waved their arms, and in order 
to have some purpose in the waving they began to 
throw cushions. The crowd got on the field. Men in 
the grand stand tossed coins to kids on the field, and 
the scrambles added to the general festivity. Some 
jovial jokester leaned over the Giant dugout and 
hurled in a cushion that caught a player full in the 
face, whereat Christy Mathewson, with rare presence 
of mind, picked up the water bucket and gave the 
jokester an unexpected but well-merited icy shower 
bath. But that didn’t prevent the forfeiting of the 
game to the Phillies, 9—0. 

There was the opening of the Yankees at the Hill- 
top on Good Friday of 1905. Hal Chase was new with 
the Yankees, and Jack Chesbro was on the mound. 
That game ruined Chesbro. At noon it was cool but 
sunny. At game time it was threatening. In the sec- 
ond inning it began to rain fairly hard. In the fourth 
inning or so the heavens opened (along with the base- 
ball season), and the playing field became a lake. 
Chesbro caught cold in uxis arn and never pitched 
well thereafter. What a rain that was! 


Vanished Romance. 


The big ball parks have taken away something of 
the romance of ancient openings when the fans would 
begin to gather along the fence in the dusk preceding 


the great day. The first man or boy in line was a 
temporary hero and a noted figure. The early birds 
came with camp chairs or wooden boxes to sit on. 
They carried their own rations. If the police didn’t 
interfere, they built little bivouac fires through the 
night.’ 

It was a quaint and honored custom, but when they 
built parks to hold 50,000 and more spectators the 
fans dropped out of line. It’s a rare thing now to see 
either the Polo Grounds or the Yankee Stadium filled 
to capacity on opening day. There are more fans, of 
course, but there is more room for them. When the 
weather gets warm and the race gets tight, the parks 
are filled time and again. But so far as New York 
openings are concerned, the line at dusk of the pre- 
ceding day has vanished inio the dusk of years, 

There have been other changes. The tally-ho carry- 
ing the uniformed players to the park has disappeared. 
The street parades are no more. But the band still 
plays, the parade of the players to the flagpole still 
goes on, and some distinguished citizen is called upon 
to throw out the ceremonial first ball. That much 
has been saved. There must be some extra ceremony 
on such a great occasion. 


Important Problems. 


But this is dilly-dallying around the main topic. The 
Yankees are faced with a serious problem. They 
have to win a pennant. The Giants have to win a 
pennant. Tine Robins have to win—er, some ball 
games. These things are important. 

The Yankees won last year, and they seem stronger 
this year. Their only close rival last year, the Athletics, 
have been unsettled if not actually upset by maladies 
and misfortunes in the training season. That would 
seem to put the hitting Hugmen in a soft spot, but 
it may not turn out to be so soft. The Senators or 
Browns may flash to the fore. The Athletics may be 
nealed as suddenly as they were hurt. 


But if the Yankees have their full strength, they 
should drive ahead to their fourth consecutive pen- 
nant. Much depends upon Lazzeri and Pennock. If 
Pennock’s arm and Lazzeri’s shoulder are in shape for 
a season’s play, all odds favor the Yankees in the 
race for the American League flag. 


The well-known dope has it that the Giants will 
fight it out with the Cubs for first place in the Heydler 
circuit. The Pirates have an infield problem, and so 
have the Cardinals. The Reds don’t loom up as first- 
place occupants, though they may confound the experts 
if their veteran pitchers come through under a full 
head of steam. 

The Giants and Cubs seem well matched. If the 
Cubs have an advantage in the outfield, the Giants 
have an advantage, and a healthy one, in the infield. 
Even if the Cubs have Hornsby where the Giants have 
a problem, Terry, Jackson and Lindstrom swing the 
infield vote to the Giants. If Hartnett can play, the 
catching of the two clubs will be about even. 

That would put the answer up to the pitching. The 
Cubs had it last year. The Giants were not quite as 
strong on the mound. But this is another year, and 
John McGraw thinks that he will have pitching of 
championship calibre. 

At the moment no more need be said except: 
‘‘Weather permitting, play ball!’’

STRIKE POSSIBILITY SEEN 


Schlesinger Says Sweatshops Must 
Be Driven Out for Good of 
Workers and Employers. 


Plans for reorganizing the garment 
industry in New York, with a possi- 
ble strike of 30,000 cloakmakers and 
an equal number of dressmakers 
upon expiration of existing agrec- 
ments June 1 as part of the program, 
will be taken up today at the meet- 
ing of the executive board of the 
International Ladies’ Garment Work- 
ers’ Union, which has been holding 
. Sessions since last Wednesday at. the 
Hotel Manger. 

After yesterday’s meeting, which 
considered conditions in Philadelphia, 


Cleveland, Chicago and Boston, Ben- 
jamin Schlesinger, president of the 
International, who presided, de- 
clared the union was determined to 
drive the sweatshops from New York. 
He said they have sprung up here 
like mushrooms in the past three 
vears. The industry must be brought 
ack to the level it occupied before 
the development of the jobber-con- 
tractor system and the disastrous 
strike of 1926 conducted by the Com- 
munists, he said. 


Union Seeks New Agreements. 


While seeking to unionize the hun-| 


dreds of small shops in New York, 
the union will at the same time press 
for new agreements with the three 
employers’ associations.

ROWS AT RUMANIAN POLLS. | 


| Eight Are Injured and Dozen Ar- | 
rested in Election Clashes. 
Wireless to THE New YoRK TIMEs. 
| BUCHAREST, April 15.—In Wa-| 
| schlui, Pleschoiu and other parts of 
Rumania where by-elections were 


held yesterday there were clashes 
between partisans of the Liberal Op- 
position and government supporters, 
with the result that many were in- 
jured. 

In Pleschoiu eight persons were 
wounded and the police had to dis- 
arm the crowds to prevent further 
bloodshed. A Communist attempt tc 
hold a meeting in Bucharest also 
was prevented by police, a number of 
agitators being arrested after a 
struggle. Government newspapers 
assert that there was a connection 
between the Communist agitation 
and the election riots, accusing the 
Liberals of using communism as a 
stick to beat the administration. 

The police say they discovered a 
Communist plot in Hot, in Bessara- 
bia. In raiding headquarters there. 
they assert, they found reports of 
troop movements and a large stvure 
cf arms. They arrested a dozen per- 
sons, including a well-known Rus- 
sian spy named Simionoff, who was 
said to have been reporting daily 
across the Dniester to a Russian spy 
centre at Moghileff.

road, the effect of which, if granted, 
would be to permit the line to obtain 
stock control of the Wheeling & 
Lake Erie, and thus prevent that 
property going to the Pittsburgh & 
West Virginia, which is owned by | 
the Taplin interests of Pittsburgh. | 
The Taplins have asked the com- 
mission for permission to take over 
the Wheeling and make it part of 
still another large system, the for- 


mation of which would conflict with 
the plans of the Van Sweringens, as 
well as with those of other trunk 
lines in the Eastern territory. 

The commission In a recent order 
directed the Nickel Plate, the New 
York Central and the Baltimore & 
Ohio to divest themselves of their 
holdings of Wheeling & Lake Erie 
stock, which was acquired without 
permission of the commission and, 
the commission alleges, in violation 
of the Clayton act. 

The New York Central and Balti- 
more & Ohio forestalled this order 
by transferring their holdings of 
Wheeling to the Alleghany Corpora- 
tion, a holding company controlled 
by the Van Sweringens. The order is

Seek Vacating of Order. 


The first of the four petitions filed 
today asks that the commission 
vacate this order, the contention 
being made that the action by the 
Baltimore & Ohio and the New York 
Central terminated the joint control | 
of Wheeling. While not admitting 
that such control was illegal, the 
Nickel Plate petition asserts that 
even this possible cause of complaint 
against the Nickel Plate has dis-'!

The second petition takes for

Disrespectful Deer Eat Tulips

Last Fall the Van Sweringens 
bought the Buffalo, Rochester & 
Pittsburgh from the Roosevelt and 
Iselin interests, and early this year 
they sold it at the price they paid for 
it, plus interest, to the Baltimore & 
Ohio. The Alleghany Corporation, 
the Van Sweringens’ holding com- 
pany, had bought the Wheeling stock 
of the Baltimore & Ohio and the 
New York Central a short while 
before. 

The change of control in the 
Wheeling made two years ago was 
done without acquainting the com- 
mission officially with the Eastern 
railroads’ merger plans. The peti- 
tions filed yesterday give the com- 
mission this notification. 

The Wheeling was one of the roads 
for which the Van Sweringens ap- 
plied in another petition outlining 
the entire proposed Van Sweringen 
system, filed at the same time as the 
Baltimore & Ohio filed its general 
merger petition.

by Commissioner on Problem of 
Increase in Memberships. 


An income tax decision which tax 
experts believe deals with the situa- 
tion created recently by the New 
York Stock Exchange in increasing 
its memberships and distributing 
fractional interests in the new mem- 


berships to owners of ‘‘seats’’ has 
been released by the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue in the April 8 
issue of the Internal Revenue Bulle- 
aan The decision is known as I. T. 


Dr. Joseph J. Klein of Klein, 
Hinds & Finke, income tax experts 
and public accountants of 19 West 
Forty-fourth Street, interpreted the 
decision yesterday. He said: 

‘“‘While the aay J successfully con- 
ceals the parties’ initials by the use 
of symbols for names and algebraic 
notations for the amounts involved, 
the attitude of the bureau is clearly 
revealed. 

“The receipt. of a one-fourth in- 
terest in a ‘seat’ is not taxable in- 
come to the recipient at the time of 
its receipt. This conclusion is ex- 
pressly predicated on the well known 
steck dividend decisions of the} 
United States Supreme Court (i. e., 
Eisner vs. Macomber, 252 U. S. 189, | 
and Towne vs. Hisner, 245 U. S. 426). | 

“Following the stock dividend | 
analogy, upon a sale of such one- 
fourth interest, the vendor was held 
to have disposed or parted with a} 
one-fifth interest in his original in- | 
vestment. Assume that the cost of | 
his membership ‘seat’ was $100,000. | 
The receipt of an additional one- | 
fourth membership, without cost, | 
and the subsequent disposal of such | 
fractional interest would have result- | 
ed in a disposal of one-fifth of the | 
cost, i. e., ,000. 

“The excess of the price realized | 
from the sale of this fractional in- | 
terest over and above such assumed 
cost of $20,000 results in taxable in- | 
come. | 

“The commissioner in his ruling 
recognized that an investment in a 
Stock Exchange ‘seat’ represented a} 
type of capital profit which was sub- | 
ject to the optional ‘capital gain tax’ | 
of 12% per cent. 

‘‘While no published ruling from | 
the New York State income tax) 
authorities is as yet available, it is | 
safe to predict that the State tax! 
authorities will adopt the principle 
enunciated in the Federal decision.”’

REDISCOUNT RISE 


Banker Asks Step to Prevent 
Reserve From Being Used 
for Credit Inflation. 


Says That Relending at Profit in 
Period Like the Present May 
Bring Disaster.

Advances should be made in the 
rediscount rates of the Federal Re- | 
serve Banks to prevent the Federal 
Reserve from being made an instru- | 
ment of credit inflation, says Colonel 
Leonard P. Ayres, vice president of 
the Cleveland Trust Company, in the 


mid-month business review of that | 
institution. 

“Our Federal Reserve System is a} 
central banking system,’’ he says in | 
advocating a higher bank rate. “One| 
chief function of a central bank is to 
furnish a reserve to which any sol- 
vent member bank can go to borrow 
temporary additional credit with 
which to meet the seasonal needs or 
other brief or exceptional require- 
ments of legitimate business. 

‘“‘A fundamental principle of cen- 
tral banking is that member banks 
should not be enabled to borrow at 
low rates from the central bank, and 
to relend these funds at high rates 
to commercial customers, for if some 
member banks persist in doing this, 
competition will force others to use 
the same advantages. When this be- 
comes general, the central bank has 
departed from its true function of 
affording a credit reserve to be used 
only for temporary and exceptional 
needs, and has become an instru- 
mentality of credit inflation. 

“At the present time all borrowing |} 
member banks in this count are 
relending the borrowed funds at 
higher rates. The loans of member 
banks on securities have increased 
in the past year seven times as much 
as have their loans of all other sorts 
combined. Our Reserve System is | 
trying the experiment of enabling 
member banks to reloan borrowed 
reserve funds at a profit during a 
period of prolonged and increasing 
inflation. Many other central bank- | 
ing systems have tried this experi- | 
ment, and it is doubtful if a record | 
can be found of its ever having been 
done without resulting in ultimate | 
disaster. These are, in brief, the 
arguments for an advance in the | 
rediscount rate.’’ 

Several exhibits are presented in | 
the bulletin to show that the present 
is a period of increasing credit in- 
flation which is taking the form of 
amore rapid turnover of bank credit 
rather than a growth in the volume of 
bank loans and deposits. The great- 
est increases have occurred in Fed- 
eral Reserve districts where there 
are large numbers of stock tickers, 
it is said, whereas the increase has | 
been nominal in districts with few 
stock tickers. 

Colonel Ayres reports that increases | 
in prices have been chiefly in stock, 
and adds: | 

“Probably the explanation of the 
restriction of price advances to this 
one field of trading is to be found} 
in the development of loans made} 
to stock brokers on a vast scale by} 
corporations, investment trusts and/| 
individuals. These are not bank! 
loans, but are in nature more like | 
private loans made by one person | 
to another. What has happened is 
that there has developed in the past 
two years a vast, new, invisible, un- 
official banking system. 

“The new invisible banking system | 
is taking deposits and making loans 
on a grand scale. It is free from 
periodic visits of the bank examiner 
and it is beyond the control of the 
Federal Reserve System. Its trans- 
actions account for most of the in- 
crease in the turnover of regular 
bank deposits, and its activities are 
responsible for the major part of the 
present credit inflation. The fact 
that its loans are available only for 
the purchase of securities explains 
the virtual restriction of important 
price advances to the field of stock 
speculation.”’

in holding, fulfilling or disposing 
thereof.”’

Court Set That Date to Hear 
Arguments on City’s Appeal 
on Injunction. 


Il. R. T. DEMANDED DELAY 


Indicates It Will Fight to the Last

Efforts of the city and the Transit 
Commission to take the Interbor- 
ough’s seven-cent fare case entirely

Som, special counsel, and Charles E. 
Hughes Jr., who told Judges Learned 
Hand, Augustus N. Hand and 
Thomas B. Swan that they wanted | 
action deferred until Mr. Ransom, 
now ill and confined to a hospital, 
was able to argue the appeal.

SAYS 


Merchant Marine Officer Finds | 


Dress of lts Officers ‘About 
the Worst of Any.’ 


The uniform equipment of the men | 


of the American merchant marine is 
termed “about the worst of any 
large maritime nation’’ by an un- 
named junior officer, now employed 
| on an American ship, in an article 
in the current issue of the Neptune 
Log, issued yesterday. The magazine 
is the organ of the Neptune Associa- 
tion, 82 Broad Street, whose mem- 
bership includes hundreds of men 


employed on American merchant 


ships. Its editor is Captain John F. 
Milliken, who is also secretary of the 
association. Herbert Hartley, for- 
mer commander of the Leviathan, is 
second vice president, and Commo- 
dore H. A. Cunningham, present 
commander of the Leviathan, is a 
trustee. 

The writer places blame on the 
men for lack of attention to their 
appearance, and also the owners 
who, he says, by reason of keeping 
the profit and loss sheet too much 
before their eyes, thereby neglect to 
create a proper esprit de corps. 
“The almost total lack of a suit- 
| able uniform for officers and crew 
members of the merchant marine, is, 


to say the least, a disgrace,’’ he con- 
tinues. 


The Neptune Association has urged | 
|a standard uniform for officers of | 


| the merchant marine, and the Amer- 
lican marine standards committee, 
which President Hoover appointed 
when he was Secretary of Commerce 
is said to be favorable to the idea.
